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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the remarks, the Applicant argues in 
substance that: 

A) Weber fails to teach a reconfiguration center that receives a reconfiguration request and in response transfers a logical 
implementation selected or created based on the reconfiguration request and the first configuration to the client data storage system via 
the storage management host B) Weber fails to teach receiving a reconfiguration request and determining a first configuration of a 
master storage unit C) Weber fails to teach based on the monitoring, transmitting from the remotely-located reconfiguration system a 
recommended reconfiguration for the master storage unit to the client data storage system 

In response, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Weber teaches a remotely locate management station that contains a program which 
displays a list of devices that are monitored and managed. The program can display the current state, status and configuration of each 
device and includes logic, which allows a user to submit management and configuration commands to the managed devices (column 9, 
lines 64-67). The controller/servers connected to the storage subsystems receive and implement these management and configuration 
commands. The status indicator on display indicates whether or not any of the managed devices have problems (request) and need 
attention. The user can then use the display to view the status and configuration of the device. When the user wants to change the 
configuration of a device, the user can display the current configuration for the device and implement changes to the current 
configuration. The updated configuration is then transmitted to the controller/server connected to the storage system which them 
implements the configuration changes. (See column 17, lines 19-50, column 13, lines 35-63, column 14, lines 8-40, column 11, lines 25- 
64, column 7, lines 20-48, column 5, lines 33-61 ).Therefore rejection is maintained.. 
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
